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Chamber's forum 
touches redevelopment

' The Antioch Village Mayoral candidates 
had the chan ce to answer Q uestions^ on the_^ 
minds of residents and members of the An- 
tioch Chamber of Commerce and Industry at 
a forum March 29] 

The forum, held at the Tower Room, was 
hosted.by the chamber to give the candidates 
the chance to discuss topics pertaining to the 
.village's progress in the next four years. 
" Of the three candidates, Mayor Raymond 
Toftand Trustee Mabel Lou Weber were the 
only ones attending. Neither Henry Gillman 
nor write-in candidate Phil Burke showed. 

The first issue,- one of three brought up by 
the chamber (with chamber member Laddie 
Korecek moderating), was, that "in order to 
solidify the downtown revitalization project, ; 
cooperation- among village government, 
property owners and businesses is im- 
perative" and how do the candidates intend 
to bring these parties together? . 

- Toft sees the biggest ^battle being the 
cooperation of all of. the property owners on 
the east side of Main Street in selling. 

"We'd like to have them come forward and 
work with us. If they don't go along with us 
on this we're going- to have a problem," said 
Toft. 

".Agreeing with Toft, Weber said,"We have 
to get individual owners of the property 
together. We have to ask them what their 
ambitions are for the next 23 years," which is 
the foreseen point at which the revitalization 
will be paying off. 

Korecek then asked the two What their 
downtown revitalization goals were for the 
next four year term. 

"To see a striving, lively business in each 
one of the empty stores," said Weber. 

She would like to see new business in the 
town or to enhance existing businesses: . ' 
. Getting a developer to st art working on the 
project would be Toft's goal this next term. 

"We have to get a developer down in the 
community," he said, ^ J- ; » 

The chamber's final question was what the 
candidates' role would be in attracting new 
industries and retaining existing ones. 

Being one of Toft's' accomplishments the 
last four years,, he saidi"We've got two new 
industries and "are trying to get two more in. " 

Deduction of some of the permit fees is one 
step being taken, said Toft. _ 

"We have tobe aware of what is happening 
with the industries so if they have a probelm 
we can help them out," said Weber. _' 



A question raised by one voter pertained to 
the time involved in starting and finishing 
the downtown's redevelopment. 
"As~it~stands" now" there" is no time limit;" — 
said Weber. -^V^r— ~- 

"We do, however, want to seeprogres^ 
because the minute people see it, they'll want' ' 
to gei involved, " she added. . \ ; • ' ■ * 



■'I'd like to. see it done in the next four 
years or sooner,'' said , Toft. . 
, "If I can acquire properly within the next 
two months we could see something done this 
summer," he said. 

"It will be up to "the merchants and store 
'. ownersandhow fast we work, "he added. 

Another issue brought up by a member of 
the chamber was about the sign ordinance in 
Antioch. ~\ . 

Apparently, the list of violations to the or- 
dinance, forbidding flashing' or portable 
signs, runs deep. 

• "We do have tq look into the sign or- 
dinance," said-Toft. ' 

"We now have 56 violations and 35 of them 
are chamber members" he said. . 
-.."We have sent out violation notices and 
we'd like to hear from them," he added. 

i r Once the signs get in it's tough to get 
. them to take them down," said Toft. 
- The ordinance is strict enough "we just 
have to police it better," he added. 

Portable: signs are allowed for 'special 
events',he explained.

While many Antioch residents have wat- 
ched their town expand and changeover the 
years, few have played as constructive a roll- 
in that change as the Dupre family. 

Continuing the tradition, John Dupre, foun- 
der of the Coral apartments, 760 Main St. , is 
adding on 16 units to. the building which was 
constructed in 1961. 

Coral Apartments, (named after Dupre's 
mother 'Cora'), were "the first major apart- 
ment buildings in the town," he said. 

The property on which they sit was bought 
by Dupre's father (also John) in 1900. It was 
originally part of the old Williams Brother's 
Subdivision, explained Dupre. . 
*: A few of the b uilding s constructed by his 
father were; theold towirhalland jail, now 
law offices ; the old King' s Drug, store, now 
the Moose Lodge; the first sewerNplant and 
the old Ford garage. He also built Xntioch's 
first water tower. - ^ 

"I can remember digging a basement 
using teams of horses," he said. 

"My father made all of- the cement blocks 
(for some of the buildings)*" he added. . 

His brother, 1 [Vincent, was responsible for 
building the houses along Loon' Lake and 
i rebuilding after a tornado in the 1930*s 
^destroyed them. 



Dupre's first profession, heating and air 
conditioning, stemmed. from hisfamer in- 
stalling the first hot : water: herftifig'system in 
the area.. Dupre was in the business for 25 
years before beginning, construction of the 
apartments. r 

="If you don't have visions of expanding and 
making things better we stay too stable," 
said Dupre. . . - 

"I've advocated for years that they should 
tear down both' sides of Main Street. tt would 
beithe savior point for the Village; of An- 
iioch," he added. 

' "We need a shopping mall downtown, not 
On the outskirts to chase people away," he 
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said.

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Hogan makes plans for' joint superintendency

Richard Hogan likes his school to look nice. 

The superintendent of Grass Lake School 
in Antioch says that by improvingthe overall 
appearance of. the school, one can also 
change the overall attitude of those in the 
school. ' - 

Hogan, recently named as superintendent 
of Lotus Elementary School in Fox Lake as. 
well, talks with pride about the improvement 
that Grass Lake School has seen over a 
period of seven years. 

He also looks forward to the task that he 
will face as superintendent of another school. 

Hogan will hold the first joint superin- 
tendency in Lake County wherfj his job at 
Lotus begins on July 1. He said that he does 
not Want to make LotrfTV "litt le __Grass 



said. "To have a good school, you've got to be 
surrounded by good people, and you've got to 
make' the .surroundings as enjoyable as 
possible." 

Hogan said that he can see a big change in 
not [ only attitude, but in academic per- 
formance of the students how compared to 
seven years ago. 

He said, that he had the classrooms car-, 
peted, and hires the teachers to clean their 
own rooms after the school year. 

"It costs about $8,000 to have the teachers 
clean* their own rooms," Hogan said. "It' 
saves the cost of hiring another custodian 
and gives the teachers a few extra dollars;" 

He added that the teachers are more apt to 
keep their classroom enviornments looking 
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X^ke," but does see an opportunity for the 
-same type of improvement that he sparked 
at Grass Lake. . 

That improvement started when he came 
to the Antioch school in 1977. 

The floor was all tile, mostly broken and 
dirty, hersaid, the walls were marked up and 
the bathrooms were filled with graffiti. 

Hogan started his project by tiling the 
painted bathroom floors and carpeting the 
hallways of the school. He also began to 
make the building more energy-efficient by- 
boarding up many of the windows and put- 
ting shelving units in their places. 
, "If you can get the place to look nicer, the 
overall attitude is going to increase," Hogan

"The teachers aren't going to let the kids 
come into the classroom with mud on their 
feet," he said. 

Besides the carpeting, Hogan has kept his 
eyes open for deals for lockers for the studen- 
ts, a new curtain for the stage, and whatever 
elseflie can get to benefit the school. 

"My wife didn't want me to take the job af- 
ter first looking at the school, but I figured 
there was no place to go but up," Hogan said. 

Hogan has found good deals on the pur- 
chase of lockers, playground equipment and 
weight-lifting equipment for the school. He 
figures that it is a small school and if he is to 
improve it he must find these kinds of deals. 

"I think that's part of my job, to get deals 



like that," he said. r 

Hogan, who. grew up on a farm in Iowa, 
said that much of the time he will dig right in 
and help build something that the school 
needs. ■ . 

"It's been fun, I.like this kind of thing," he 
said. • 

Hogan said that thecosts of putting in new 
carpeting and insulating the walls where the 
windows used to b% is paid for by the dollars 
saved on maintenance. The-carpet only has 
to be vacumed, and . not stripped and 
rewaxed every spring. It lasts much longer 
than tile does too, he added. %= 

F P or all the renovation that Hogan has put 
Grass Lake School throtilfi7He said that only 
time will telLwhatchanees-will take~place!rt 
Lotus when he takes over: 
.; He said that Lotus is not in as bad of shape 
that Grass Lake was once in, but there -is 
room for improvement; 

Hogan has plans for his new school, but he 
knows that it is not hisjob yet. 

The job ahead Will not be limited to just the 
renovation of school property. Hogan would 
like to make some changes in the curriculum 
as well, like he did at Grass Lake. 

The curriculum at Grass Lake, ip-Hogan's 
words, is a little bit unorthodox. He does not 
use a study hall for his students, unless they 
have serious problems raising their grades. 

Out of the eight periods that divide up a 
school day, five of them are used for class. 
The eighth period is used for special interest 




classes in what is called the activity period. 
The students pick something that they have a 
special interest in and they learn the practice 

• of it as well as the theory . 

One example of this is weightlifting. A 
specific number of students may join the 
class' and there is a specific program that, 
they must follow. Records are kept arid 
students are taught how to lift weights safely 
and efficiently. 

Hogan will be. working with both boards 
and he does not know yet how many things . 
will be shared. The two schools presently 
^share a teacher. There may be more of that 

* and more combining of progra ms. 

— ^-The referendumTif ifrwould have passed in 
November, may have helped the schools to 
combine programs. The way it is now, the 
boards will still operate separately. 

■ Hogan said that the referendum might 
have helped, but he put it in the past. 



"It would've been easier to work for one 
school board," Hogan said. As far as the 
referendum passing, he -simply says, "it's 
not my business, I've got the job to do." 

Hogan is not quick to speak about his 
plans. It is still Supt. Wayne Tidd's job to 
handle the school and until then, Hogan will 
^refrainfromdiscu^singhis plans in depth.- - 
• Still, some of his ideas have worked well in 
Grass Lake anc! Hogan says he must be doing 
something right or the Lotus board never 
would have offered him the job.
